The National Research Council has 
awarded 44 scholarships, as the result 
of which Canadians complete 
their training in their own country, 
almost all of them finding employ- 
ment in Canada. Before the inaugura- 
tion of these awards it was necessary 
for the Canadian student to go abroad 
to complete his training, with the re- 
sult that he usually found employ- 
ment abroad and was lost to his own 
country. American institutions of 
learning give 2,000 such scholarships 
annually, the majority 
open to Canadian students. 

One of the great needs of today is 
an increased number of such scholar- 
ships, so that Canadian universities
